Yugoslavian Situation Is 
Discussed at IRC Meet

"The Anti-American feeling in 
Yugoslavia is directed against the 
government only and not against 
the people of the United States," 
Duncan McLcod explained at a 
meeting of the International Rela- 
tions Club in the Union Ballroom 
yesterday. 

Opening the forum, which was 
sponsored by the IRC to provide 
an opportunity for the student 
body to question those who trav- 
elled to Yugoslavia from McGill. 
John Fcthcrstonhaugh gave a rapid 
outline of the trip describing how 
the students travelled from Paris 
to the World Youth Festival al 
Prague where they remained two 
weeks before proceeding to Yugo- 
slavia. While in Yugoslavia the 
group' participated in work on the 
Youth Railroad, a project of the 
People's Youth of Yugoslavia. 
After this brief summary the floor 
was thrown open for questions.

Give, and give generously. 
The University Settlement 

About five years ago we had the 
privilege of visiting the University 
Settlement on Dorchester street just 
cast of Blcury. There, in a rather 
shabby building, we found some 
very interesting activities. We 
went down to box under the guid- 
ance of Billy Zed, one of the best 
coaches in Montreal, but there 
were also all sorts of activities at 
the disposal of the young people 
of the district,— movies, workshops 
where they could take up some use- 
ful kind of hobby, and those other 
pastimes which serve to entertain 
young people of all branches of 
society. 

While there wc met some of the 
'i'.ss\ fe'lows we have ever been 
vivilogcd to meet from all walks 
of life. There were boys of many 
Different raL'es and creeds, but it 
never occurred to anyone to think 
•nything of that. Dl" ;•,<; the course 
of our first evening there Mr. Zed

told us that we were all there to 
learn something, from himself and 
from each other. He insisted that 
there would be no discrimination 
on his part and asked that there 
should be none on ours. Wc then 
forgot about the whole matter and 
proceeded to enjoy ourselves in a 
very friendly and healthful atmos- 
phere. The boys took their training 
very seriously, priding themselves 
on their physical condition, which 
was excellent. 

Tills club provided recreation of 
a useful nature for all sorts of 
young people and kept them out 
of trouble. Sociological surveys 
have shown that crime breeds 
crime, that crime is foreign to hu- 
man nature unless harmful asso- 
ciations influence the young man 
and lead him to a life entirely un- 
profitable to society. 

The normal healthy youngster 
coming from a destitute home, liv- 
ing under poor conditions in a 
crowded district will always seek 
entertainment and excitement to 
escape from the rather miserable 
existence which confronts him. H 
proper entertainment and recrea- 
tion is not provided for him, he 
will, at an early age, take to 
breaking windows and stealing ap- 
ples just for the sheer excitement 
of running away from "the Bulls" 
and for the privilege of being one 
of "the gang." 

This is what breeds the juvenile 
delinquent, and. eventually, lue 
hardened criminal. So long as the 
young folk of our poorer districts 
have nothing with which to amuse 
themselves, they will continue 
from the stage of creating disturb- 
ances for fun to a life of earnest 
devotion to crime. 



against the government and its 
policy and not against the people. 
It had arisen partly out of the 
American support of the iraitor 
Michailovitch, leader of the Chct- 
rilk forces who actively supported 
the Axis during the war. 

Later in the meeting. Edith Can- 
non, Representative for the Wom- 
en's Union, and an American citi- 
zen, described the curiosity dis- 
played by the Yugoslav people 
concerning American foreign pol- 
icy. This precipitated a flood of 
questions from the audience with 
regard to the methods of dissemin- 
ation of information within Yugo- 
slavia on American policies and 
opinions. John Chipman replied 
to this point by stating that, al- 
though only about one family in 
thirty possessed a radio, there 
were many newspapers and that 
70 per cent of the people could 
read. 

Another main question raised at 
the meeting was that of freedom of 
purely ! 'I* 0 ^- Many students wished to 
know whether verbally expressed 
opposition to the Yugoslav Five 
Year Plan was looked upon as 
treasonable. Mr. Chipman answer- 
ed that the Five Year Plan was 
one of reconstruction and was as 
vital to the country as the war of 
national liberation. Few people 
were really opposed to the Plan in 
its major aims but on side issues 
arising from it. 

Leon Davicho pointed out that 
freedom of expression did exist and 
as an example of this, described the 
many open meetings which were 
held to discuss the Plan before its 
adoption. Council meetings arc held 
in the towns and villages fortnight- 
ly and their deliberations arc for- 
warded to the central government. 
Danny Paltiel expressed the view- 
that only deliberate sabotage was 
considered as treason. 



H. Fieldhouse

sities this year. The Association 
will hold its annual meeting at 
the University of Iowa, Iowa 
City, from October 23rd to the

McGill University and the 
University of Toronto are the 
only Canadian universities in- 
cluded in the Association, which 
consists of thirty-two members. 
The Association is composed, 
principally, of leading American 
Universities with outstanding 
graduate schools, from which 
come eighty per cent of all Amer- 
icans who hold a Doctor of Phi- 
losophy degree. 

Last year, representatives to 
the Association of American 
Universities gathered at Prince- 
ton, where the celebration of a 
ccntennary added to the activi- 
ties of the delegates.

Mr. Lewis has spoken a number 
of times to McGill students, the last 
occasion to the Political Science 
Club. He is himself a graduate of 
the University, having received his 
B.A. here In the thirties. A resident 
of Montreal, Mr. Lewis entered 
McGill after having won first place 
in the provincial examinations. 
While still at McGill he served as 
Secretary of the old Montreal La- 
bour Party. After receiving his de- 
gree, Mr. Lewis entered the law 
faculty, but was awarded a Rhodes 
Scholarship and left for Oxford. 
While in England, he had the re- 
markable honour of becoming the 
first Canadian president of the Ox- 
ford Union; he was also very prom- 
inent in the Oxford Labour Club. 

In 1935 Mr. Lewis returned to 
Canada and practiced law in Ot- 
tawa for a number of years. He be- 
came Honorary Secretary of the 
CCF, and gave up his practice .sev- 
eral years later to become secretary 
of the party on a full-time basis. 
Mr. Lewis is the author of many 
books and pamphlets, and has twice 
stood as candidate for the Domin- 
ion parliament. He is a profound 
student of socialist theory, and Is 
well known as a brilliant orator 
and debater.

UBC Political 
Clubs Denied 
Campus Vote 



Vancouver, Oct. 20— (C.U.P.)— 
While political clubs on the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia camp- 
us have finally been recognized 
officially by the Alma Mater Soc- 
iety, any student belonging to these 
political clubs will be refused par- 
ticipation in all other student elec- 
tions, according to word received 
from Vancouver today. 

It took a year of debate to reach 
the present situation, after political 
forums had existed on the campus. 
At a general meeting of the stud- 
ents, as previously reported, a 
three to one vote favored the 
amendment to the AMS Constitu- 
tion. 

The new regulation forces the 
forums to register as political 
clubs, forbids them outside fin- 
ancing, but docs not accept the 
amendment proposed by a mem- 
ber of the Communist Forum to 
dchte the restrictive clause, which 
was the center of student argu- 
ment.

Hitchhiking rather than the crowd- 
ed buses should add up to a tidy 
sum by the end of the week. They 
thought that the perennial, bridge 
players in the Union might co-op- 
erate by playing for stakes all to 
be turned over to the campaign 
committee.

Varsity Hears 
Speech On 
Bevin Policy 



(By Canadian University Press.) 

Professor George Catlin, writer 
and political adviser of the British 
Government, speaking recently to 
the University International Rela- 
tions Club at the University of Tor- 
onto, on the subject of Ernest 
Bevin's Foreign Policy stated his 
belief in the importance of uni- 
versity students taking an active 
part in international affairs. 

Prof. Catlin launched an attack 
on Dr. Brock Chisholm's recent 
statement on bacateriological war- 
fare. 

"Bacteriological warfare docs not 
make the atomic bomb obsolete as 
Dr. Chlsholm claims: it only makes 
two threats where there was one 
before," stated Prof. Catlin. 

Prof. Catlin discussed the seven 
possible avenues for British For- 
eign policy and Ernest Bevin's at- 
titude to them. 

The alternatives Prof. Catlin out- 
linced as follows — Support of the 
U.N.O. — a pclicy easily supported 
and which will always draw polite 
I applause from an audience; the" 
I weakness of this policy lies in tho 
veto. Any one of the big five can 
bring the executive power of U.N.O. 
crashing to the ground at a mo- 
ment's notice, leaving all nations 
to fend for themselves in case of 
another war.

From day to day stories concerning the ac- 
tivities of other Canadian universities appear 
in the pages of The Daily. It is probable that 
most students note the by-lino that normally 
precedes these articles, yet it is more probable 
that most students do not fully realize that these 
stories arc made available to. them through a 
cross-Canada students news agency. 

The Canadian University Press, sometimes 
appearing in a dateline ns CUP, is an organiza- 
tion of seventeen separate college newspapers 
in Canada, it* main object being the gathering 
of news and distribution throughout the uni- 
versity press chain. 

This press agency came into being on New 
Year's Day, 1938, when the editors of twelve 
Canadian College papers met in Winnipeg to 
discuss its possibilities. They hoped at the time 
that a nntion-widc students news service would 
consolidate student opinion and abolish section- 
alism. 

For the first two years the Canadian Univer- 
sity Press was under the leadership of The 
National Federation of University Students, 
from which it received financial grnnts. but 
when the war brought about a breakdown in 
NFC US activities, the organization stepped out 
on its own. Since then the CUP has struggled 
along by means of money paid as fees by the 
member papers, while each paper paid directly 
for its own wires which brought news from 
other campuses. 

There nrc principles which all CUP 
member papers hold in common. Primarily each 
is an undergraduate publication written ex- 
pressly for undergraduates and is the product 
of advanced thought on the part of Canadian 
youth. It is to be expected that each individual 
paper will differ considerably in appearance and 
output, yet grouped together, the papers can 



do much to foster national and international 
outlooks of Canadians, on or off the campus. 

Undergraduate newspapers can provide an 
excellent medium for the expression of student 
opinion, for furthering student interests, and 
for the dealing with common student problems. 
Here primarily is where CUP can be of great 
benefit to Canadian students. It enn obtain 
a cross-section of Canndian student opinion 
as can no other organization now functioning, 
and as such is the potential voice of the Can 
adian student — a voice which enn carry con 
siderablc weight. 

The CUP weathered the war successfully, 
and it is still an independent organization will 
plenty of promise. Yet progress hns been slow 
Constant change and resultant inexperienced 
staff has kept CUP's efficiency below what ils 
ambitious originators envisioned over nine years 
ago. However, the picture is not black: CUP is 
learning by its mistakes and the unification of 
the papers towards the goal of wide-spread 
and plentiful use of its services is being ap 
proached more ench year. 

Two things which effectively hamper the 
agency's progress are: the stubborn sectionalism 
that exists on most campuses (McGill included) 
nnd has proved a stiff competitor; and secondly 
the lack of financial means to expand signifi- 
cantly its services and their consequent use. 

Financial means can be made available will 
earnest effort on CUP's part. Bodies exist today 
which "can and probably would be willing to 
smupport CUP. There remains therefore only 
sectionalism in the way of CUP's advance. 
Basically this problem is one which fnces each 
and every Cnnndian student. If CUP and 
Canada are to become greater forces in the 
world today, each student must face this ques- 
tion and answer it. — T.E.B.

le jazz hot— a house of fame

For some fifteen years the Hot Club of France 
has been propagating jazz from a small house on the 
narrow and dark rue Chaptal in Montmartre, Paris. 

On the top floor is the library which offers almost 
any book on jazz that one can ever dream of read- 
ing, and the entire collection of "Jazz-Hot", the 
monthly magazine published by the H.C.F. By read- 
ing this review, one can keep track of everything 
that happens In the world of jazz . ... it features 
the latest news, a thorough review of all new rec- 
ords available and articles of general Information 
on the evolution of Jazz or a particular musician 
or style. » 

LA MAISON JAZZ 

Two huge rooms compose the second floor, the 
walls of which disappear completely behind shelves 
of records, several thousands of them, that include 
almost any Jazz record ever pressed. Here are held 
periodical sessions for the presentation and study 
of one style or the work of one musician; all rec- 
ords as well as the differences between them are 
thoroughly discussed, thus enabling anyone to learn 
everything about his favorite musicians. 

The administration offices occupy the ground 
floor and the basement only displays bare walls. 
But walk in at night and you will find a most hete- 
rogeneous crowd— members of the club and pro- 
fessional musicians Just drop In, grab an Instrument 
and play. In other words you are In the thick of a 
"jam-session". Here were made most of the records 
featuring such American stars as Coleman Hawkins, 
Rex Stewart, Dickey Wells. 



ANTHOLOGY OF JAZZ 

Another scries of records, the "Anthology of the 
Hot Club of France" was started lately. It begins with 
records made in the early twenties by the old New- 
Orleans gang: King Oliver, Armstrong, Bessie Smith. 
It includes records of Fletcher Henderson's "Golden 
Era" and of its immediate successors, Duke Ellington 
Jimmic Lunccford nnd Count Basic; from large bands 
it switches to small formations such as Fat's Waller's, 
Lionel Hampton's, Coleman Hawkins" . . . Finally it 
tackles the newly born "bchop" as played by Its 
promoters: Dizzle Gillespie. Charlie Parker, Ike Que- 
bee . . . This job required especially broad minded 
people who would not let their preferences Influence 
their choice, and thus leave certain phases of the 
development of Jazz unknown to the public. 

AMATEUR BANDS PROMOTED 

Now a great effort is made by the H.C.F. to en- 
courage the formation of young amateur jazz bands 
in France. Every important town has one of its own 
and each year they compete for the French cham- 
pionship. Once chosen the French champs face their 
opponents from other European countries for the 
coveted European crown that they won In 1948. 

This covers briefly the activities of the H CF. 
In France, but 1 would like to add that every year 
Charles Delaunay, our president, publishes the "Hot 
Discography", n book giving all the Information (cast, 
date of recording, etc. . . .) for all Jazz records. Of 
course it is incomplete, bccau.«e it is impossible to 
trace back very old records and to keep track of all 
new ones, but It is' a tremendous effort, that Jazz 
fans the world over appreciate and that also helps 
France to remain, with the States, a leader in the 
world of jazz.

How Will YoU Have Your 
Morphine? 

Someone said the other day that, 
contrary to my rather stern view, 
he believed the primary function of 
a play was to entertain. I have no 
serious 'objection to that. By all 
means, let them be entertaining! 
The word Art, itself, implies a 
facility in catching and fixing the 
attention. 

If, however, he meant to Imply 
that any means used to divert an 
audience from the channels of their 
dally life is valid, then, he and I 
have parted company long ago. 
Such a definition would Include, 
for Instance, the large number of 
escape novels and slick Hollywood 
products which are at present sys- 
tematically deadening the adoles- 
cent soul of the American public 
with their distorted picture of life, 
their false sets of values and their 
Sex, that hovers naughtily on the 
outskirts of the bedchamber. 

It seems to me that any serious 
work in the various literary media 
must bring the reader into some 
contact with the more puzzling 
aspects of life. I do not mean to 
imply that a writer must, or even 
should, be a philosopher; rather he 
should use contemporary thought 
as a means of illuminating the lives 
of his characters. Human character, 
motivation, and action have always 
been the great literary themes, and 
a careful and mature investigation 
of these cannot fail to open up still 
larger fields.

The Anatomy of Art 

Onothcr rather ticklish subject is 
the case of the artist who limits his 
field. 

Here is a man, they say, who has 
an excellent command of the Eng- 
lish language, a ready wit, and a 
challenging view of contemporary 
problems. What right have you to 
expect more of a piece of writing 
than Is offered. Can't such things 
be accepted at their face value? 

By all means! 1 am easy to get 
along with. Though I like to see 
fine characterization, skillful use 
or form, though I like to be on oc- 
casion moved emotionally. I am 
willing to do without for the sake 
of what Is presented. I will take 
such work at Us face value and will 
end by taking the author at his 
face value which is no more nor 
less than a composite picture of 
the fave values of his works. He Is 
bound to suffer when compared to 
an artist with a more complete, 
more all-embracing picture of life. 



Time and Tide 



Not so very long ago there were 
many poets living In and out of 
garrets, stables, apartments, and 
even palaces. Nowadays, despite 
the prodigious amount of verse be- 
ing composed, it is sad to relate 
that there are no longer poets to be 
found in quantity in proximity of 
any of these hallowed places. This 
may be a result of housing prob- 
lems. But the fact remains that ot 
McGill even, a centre of royal in- 
stitutionalized learning, there are 
few poets. 

What arc the hidden reasons of 
this situation? We arc somewhat 
of the opinion that the fault may 
lie with the changing' philosophical 
attitutdes going the rounds today. 
To begin with poetry is not rcod . . . 
people prefer to sec' their poetry, 
simple as it be, in the cartoons of 
imaginative Hollywood. The radio, 
the newspaper, the moving pic- 
tures, have gradually reduced the 
function of the poet to entertain 
to the extent that they must now 
cease to be content with mere 
intimations of immortality; now- 
adays, they must either rouse the 
reader to the state of sexual es- 
cape, or convulse him. 

This has forced most of the sen- 
sitive poets to writing of prose, 
which pays better anyway. The less 
sensitive, and therefore, less "poet- 
ic' of poets now turn to a sort of 
rhetoric which is failing dismally. 
Now if more poets, especially those 
existing In and about McGill, would 
return to the lovely lyrics, to the 
grandeurs of inspired and imagin- 
ative diction, perhaps they could 
be read in the Daily and once more 
command the respect due to the 
relatively great.

Resurrection -of the balance of 
Power— a policy which many Eng- 
lishmen probably have at the back 
of their heads. It is a policy of 
putting one group vs. another and 
therefore damnable. It is a policy 
not favoured by Bcvin. 

Thirdly he stated the policy of 
avoiding another war at all costs 
and allowing Soviet tyranny to rule 
the world. Another war would be 
catastrophic so we must have peace 
at any price— a policy in which 
Bevin does not believe. 

Fourthly the division of the 
world between U.S.A. and Russia 
is a policy completely out for Brit- 
ain. 

The policy of a western Europ- 
ean Block led by Britain holding 
the balance of power between Rus- 
sia and the U.S.A. 

The policy of Neutrality is a 
practical policy. It Would only have 
to last six months until all the 
atomic bombs are used up and 
more traditional methods of war- 
fare return. Britain would not want 
to be bombed out to save the 
U.S.A. if Britain herself were des- 
troyed. 

Finally closer association between 
the British Commonwealth and the 
U.S.A. as expressed by Churchill at 
Fulton is the seventh policy. Mr. 
Bevin jfould not dare give impres- 
sion in Britain that he had sold out 
to the U.S. State Dept. but he fa- 
vors closer association and works 
toward it quietly without saying 
much in public. British state papers 
arc sealed with an A.F. of L. signet 
ring given to him by that organiza- 
tion — an indication of American 
sympathies.

STUDENT FORUM 

Yougoslavia — An Appraisal

In the light of the many conflict- 
ing reports concerning the new 
Yugoslavia which err both on the 
side of exaggeration and minimiza- 
tion a balanced story is necessary 
to place the various facts relative 
to Yugoslavia in their proper per- 
spective. 

Today in this Communist country 
there exists a strong centralized 
government whose main concern 
at the moment is the task of re- 
construction. This problem is being 
handled under the Five Year Plan 
which has as its goal the economic 
regeneration of Yugoslavia as well 
as social and educational improve- 
ments. One need only travel 
through the country and see the 
multitude of new buildings, factor- 
ies, and other projects springing up 
to realize how forcefully this plan 
is being carried out. The problem 
of reconstruction has many facets 
and in a ravaged country such as 
Yugoslavia could only be attempted 
by a strongly entrenched govern- 
ment which can enforce ruthlessly 
the orders necessary for the better- 
ment of the country as a whole. As 
a result the new regime has wiped 
out the black market, put the 
majority of the population to work 
on reconstruction and car-marked 
much of the country's food for ex- 
port- 

The second task with which the 
government has been faced is the 
question of the diverse quality of 
the peoples who make up Yugosla- 
via, for it is these Serbian's, Croa- 
tian, Bosnians, Montenegrins, 
Macedonians, Dalmatians, and Slo- 
venes, who have caused the perio- 
dic internecine wars in the past 
and who even in the late war 
fought amongst themselves. Where 
formerly the policy of divide and 
rule was practised, today the new 
government has set up a federal 
system which gives each section of 
the country a share in the central 
government as well as a limited 
chance to resolve its own local 
problems. So far this partition 
into autonomous republics has 
beep successful in uniting much of 
the population in the common task 
of rebuilding their country, and 
subordinating the hates of many 
centuries to a secondary role. 

However the most Important de- 
velopment in Yugoslavia today is 
not the fact of reconstruction, nor

the attempts at national unity, but 
the new and extremely strong po- 
sition of youth. During the war It 
was the youth who made up the 
majority of the National Libera- 
tion Army and as such were in- 
strumental in winning the fight 
against the Germans. So it is in 
peacetime these same youth who 
formed themselves into the all-in- 
clusive Peoples Youth Organization 
have won many of the rights for- 
merly denied them, and as such 
are the strongest single force out- 
side the government. The policy 
of the state towards youth is ions- 
range for it sees in them the future 
leaders of Yugoslavia and there- 
fore educates and trains them so 
that they each according to their 
own abilities will fit into a slot in 
the national scheme. 

By following such a course the 
government is tackling realistically 
the problems of rebuilding the 
country and organizing its future, 
but such plans must of needs re- 
quire strong discipline, and there- 
fore a great deal of individual free- 
dom must be sacrificed. Evidence 
of this can be seen by the pheno- 
menally large standing army 
throughout the country which to- 
gether with the extremely efficient 
secret police O.Z.N.A. maintains 
order and ensures carrying out of 
the Five Year Plan by force if 
necessary. This forceful subordin- 
ation of the individual can be jus- 
tified in the light of the needs of 
the country as a whole, and though 
to us who have been brought up 
in the democratic traditions of the 
West this situation would seem un- 
tenable, yet we must remember 
that Yugoslavia has been ravaged 
and again that she has never 
known any real degree of national 
freedom. Therefore the real ques- 
tion is not that there is a strong 
military dictatorship in the coun- 
try at the moment, but whetner 
once Yugoslavia has recovered her 
economic feet many of the Inher- 
ent freedoms guaranteed in the 
Constitution will be restored to the 
people. 

It can be fairly said of Yugo- 
slavia today that the government 
and the majority of the people have 
in mind only the rebuilding of 
their country and the improve- 
ment of their standard of living, to 
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Calling all Hearts . . ■. to the aid and comfort of the helpless, the
